TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
(1.58. ) | 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead, in the 

County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 

vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
House in said Hampstead, on Tuesday, the thirteenth 
day of March next at Ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money aS may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation for the same. 

38. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise to keep the highways and bridges in repair 


and what method they will adopt to expend the same 2g 77 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to appropriate to meet the expenses of the Public 
Library the ensuing year. 

5. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day and 
what method they will adopt to expend the same. 

6. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to appropriate for the care of cemeteries the ensuing 
year. | 

7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money for the use of the Town. 

8. To hear the reports of auditors and commit- 
tees and act thereon. 
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9. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to obtain State Aid on the 
following: : 

(1) State Aid Construction; (See budget.) 
(2) State Aid Maintenance; (See budget.) 

10. To see what action the Town will take ia 
regard to resurfacing town roads. (See budget.) 

11. To see if the Town will vote to elect a 
Patrol for the town roads, and raise or appropriaté 
money for the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise or 
appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.- 
00), or such sum as deemed advisable, to improve the 
road through Central Street, East end, commencing 
at the grade between Mary Clark’s and Gideon W. 
Johnson’s, to extend as far as money appropriated 
will go. Time limit September 1, 1923. (By request 
of Gideon W. Johnson and requisite number of others.) 

13. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to have two culverts railed on the right 
side of the highway leading to Plaistow, one this side 
of Irving Clow’s and one near the Town line, should 
be about forty feet in length each. Time limit May 
15, 1923. (By request of Gideon W. Johnson and 
requisite number of others.) 

14. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to have the Derry Electric Co. extend the 
line of electrics from Martell’s to William Clow’s, as 
provided in Article 15 town warrant of 1921, and have 
four more lights installed one at cemetery, one corner 
of the road Haggett’s Corner so called, one about half 
way from the corner to Will Clow’s and one on the 
pole front of Will Clow’s. Time limit September i, 
1923. (By request of Gideon W. Johnson and requi- 
site number of others.) 
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15. To seé if the Town Will vote to furnish surety 
ponds for the treasurer and tax collector. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to erect a 
suitable building to house the road machines and tools. 

17. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to Town Hall Clock. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to close the 
Robie Road, so called. (By request of Walter John- 
son.) 

19. To see if the Town will vote to close the 
short piece of road which divides the Ernest Brown 
land, so called, on the one side, and George Plummer 
and Charles A. Hoyt land, so called, on the other side. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise or 
appropriate money to buy an adding machine for 
the use of the Town. 

21. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

TO THE SUPERINTENDENT AND SCHOOL 
BOARD OF HAMPSTEAD, N. H. 

I present herewith my fifth annual report as sup- 
ervisor of music in the Hampstead Schools. 

The work in this department during the year has 
progressed steadily along the usual lines and has been 
measurably successful. A large percentage of the 
success of the work in music is due to the constant 
helpfulness of the teachers. 

Rote song work is being carried on in the first 
grade with good results. Much time is spent by the 
supervisor and regular teachers on exercises and 
singing games, with the children in grades one and 
two, who cannot sing a melody. 

Notation, rhythm and simple music reading are 
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taught in grades two and three. The text book, 
Primary Melodies is being used for this work. 

The fourth, fifth and sixth grade pupils are work- 
ing out songs and exercises in the minor mode. Two- 
part singing is a feature in all but the West Hamp- 
stead School. The small number of pupils in the up- 
per grades at West Hampstead have made part sing- 
ing impossible. The Progressive Music Series. One 
Book Course is used for this work. 

Music in the High School improves each year. 
This improvement is due largely to the pupils who en: 
ter with some knowledge of music reading. 

I wish to thank again the superintendent of 
schools, the school board and the teachers of Hamp- 
stead for the support and co-operation given me.
